WARBLE FLY 
TESTS SET 


On Friday, Saturday 
Two Demonstrations Are 
To Be Held In County 


On Friday. November 28, at 9:30 a. 
m., at the Henry Bacchi ranch, W. 
B. Parker of the California Spray 
Chemical Corporation, and_ the 
Farm Advisor. Ivan Lilley, will con- 
duct a demonstration of applying 
derris powder and wettable  sul- 
phur to the backs of cows for the 
control of warble fly or heel fly 
larvae. 


The material will be applied with 
a power spray rig instead of scrub- 
bing the backs by hand as has been 
done in previous tests. The material 
will be applied at the rate of twen- 
ty pounds of derris powder plus ten 
pounds of wettable sulphur to 100 
gallons of water. 


A similar demonstration will 
held Saturday morning at 9:30 at 
the Celio ranch below El Dorado 

This warble fly is the one that 
,causes cattle to run in the spring 
when the fly is attacking the legs of 
the animals while in the process 
of depositing their eggs. These eggs 
are cemented to the hair near the 
skin and when the young larvae 
,hatch they go inside the skin and 
spend the next several months de- 
veloping within the animal. Along 
in November and December they 
find their way to the backs of the 
animals where they develop to a 
mature stage before crawling 


they arrive at the back they make 
|holes in the hide through which 
they later crawl. After several weeks 
in the ground they emerge as a 
mature fly attacking cattle for the 
purpose of laying eggs. 

It has not been practical to pre- 
vent the attack of the fly. The 
killing of the larvae in the backs 
of cows seems to be the most ef- 
ficient method of reducing the fly 
;population. Since the mature fly 
does not travel a great distance, the 
|cleaning up of an area two miles or 


‘more square should prevent. re-in- | 


'festation for a few years. 


The value of the hide is reduced 
by the holes made by these larvae.

Berlin, however, did 
not confirm the capture of either 
Gora or Stalinogorsk. 


Radio Moscow made no new 
claims in regard to the major coun- 
ter-drive launched by the Russians 
in the Ukraine in an effort to flank 
the Axis push into Rostov, but de- 
clared that heavy casualties were 
being inflicted on the Germans. 


At sea, the Germans claimed they 
had torpedoed a British battleship 
off Colum, on the north African 
coast, and hit another British war- 
ship with an aerial torpedo. In ad- 
dition the Nazi communique claim- 
ed the U-boat sinking of a British

Of Our Recruits 


Through Its Directors in 
Camps Red Cross Links 
Men With Home 


Aa 


Washington, D. C—On the home 
and military fronts the American 
Red Cross is turning its focus on 
the man in uniform. In his behalf, 
more than 10,000 nurses are being 
recruited. Volunteers are donating 
their blood for a huge plasma bank. 
Red Cross women in chapters 
throughout the country are making 
40,000,000 surgical dressings, and 
knitting sweaters for men in out- 
lying posts and sailors on patrol. 

But these are just fragments of 
the story. In military and naval 
stations, the Red Cross is concern- 
ing itself with the personal prob- 
lems of the service man, helping 
him adjust himself to military life. 
For the disabled, the Red Cross is 
on the job in service hospitals, 
helping to speed recovery of the 
sick through a morale-building pro- 
gram, 

In mobilizing a  2,000,000-man 
fighting force, the personal prob- 
lems of the able-bodied man in uni- 
form have in turn become problems 
of the morale divisions. Red Cross 
field directors stationed in all 
camps and reservations have been 
entrusted with the task of helping 
to solve these problems. 

Speaking in a nation-wide broad- 
cast recently, Chief of Staff Mar. 
shall, of the Army, addressed the 
following words to Red Cross field 
directors: 

“When you kelp straighten out 
any of the great variety of tangles 
that human beings seem unable to 
avoid, you are helping to maintain 
morale on the home front and on 
the military front; you are helping 
us in training for defense.” 

The disabled man in a service 
hospital also can look to the Red 
Cross for help in speeding recov- 
ery. Medical-social workers, trained 
for their specialized assignment, 
are on duty at Army general and 
Navy hospitals to aid service physi- 
cians, to act as a medium of com- 


munication with the families of 
hospitalized men and to conduct 
recreational programs for convales- 
cents. 

The Red Cross provides recrea- 
tional service for patients in all 
Army and Navy hospitals. Sixty- 
five new hospitals are under con- 
struction by the Army, and their 
recreation buildings are being 
equipped and staffed by the Red 
Cross as each one opens. 

As part of the Army and Navy 
safety programs, members of the 
national Red Cross staff are quali- 
fying instructors in First Aid and 
Water Safety among the ranks of 
the enlisted man. 

The number of Army and Navy 
cases assisted by Red Cross field 
directors has increased in volume 
140 per cent since Selective Service 
' has been in operation. During the 
past year 126,515 cases involving 
active service men have been han. 
dled in the camps. 

The Red Cross recently made 
available $1,000,000 to meet an 
emergency need for athletic equip- 
ment for the Army and Navy. This 
/ need arose when Government ap- 
propriations for the purpose be 
came exhausted. | 

In addition to providing the Army 
and Navy with an official reservoir 
of nurses, the Red Cross is catalog: | 
ing the nation’s medical technolo- 
gists. Through this program, in 
which approximately 3,000 techni- 
cians have registered, the Army 
and Navy will select such profes- 
sionat personnel as_ laboratory 
workers, deititians, dental techni- 
cians, pharmacists and other cate- 
gories of trained technologists,

_ Crockett. Her two autobiographi- | 
cal books “A Goodly Heritage” and 
'“A Goodly Fellowship” also have a 
/good dash of Maine background. In 
“Windswept” she not only captures 
|but secures the atmcsphere and 
| Spirit of North Maine very much as 
‘Robinson Jefers captures and se- 
;cures the spirit of Carmel in his 
poetry. In mind’s sight she makes 
you see the miles of desolate, tree- | 
less space above the sea where 
Windswept is located, a solemn 
place, yet a benevolent one, a set- 
ting where nothing commonplace 
can happen. | 


It is Phillip Marston who has the 
vision to buy the land and to plan 
“Windswept,” but it is his son John 
with the help of the Bohemian Jan: 
whom Phillip had befriended who 
makes the vision a reality. In the 
life that John Marston and _ his 
family live at Windswept, in the 
measure of their taking and giving, 
lies the story, especially in the 
depth and tenacity with which the 
family roots grow.
